Early yesterday morning Steward 


Magee, of the Macon county poor 
farm, was informed of tbe death of 
f hilhp Casper, a pauper, whose body 
was found in a sued or corn-crib on 
tbe farm by some other paupers. His 
body was cold in death, the throat 
having been cut with a knife of a kind 
need in cutting off corn, which lay 
bloody near tbe corpse. 


Tbe deceased was well known in 


Decatnr and vicinity, as the ''cruzy 
butcher." He had been at the poor 
farm all fall—or for over two months 
past at least—and was always restless 
and ill at ease, walking about in the 
night, and talking to himself, evi- 
dently suffering from some mental 
or physical disorder. He was up 
wards of sixty years of age, and so 
'ar as we have been able to learn baa 
DO relatives in this part of the country. 


Coroner Bendnre was promptly no- 


utied, and proceeded to the poor 
farm, some three and a half miles 
north of the city, where an inquest 
was held and the following testimony 
adduced: 


JOHN HILL, being sworn, said: I 


found the body in tbe wagon shed, at 
or about seven o'clock on the morn 
ing of January 2d, 1884. 


MR. MAOEE, steward of the poor 


faim, being sworn, said: The boys 
called my attention to the finding of 
the body, as stated. I last saw the 
deceased at about six o'clock on the 
evening of New Year's day, in the 
house, and asked him bow he felt 
He answered "well," but stared con- 
tinually. 


PATRICK MURPHY, being duly sworn, 


said: I was the room-mate of the de- 
ceased, Philip Casper. He left tbe 
room about dark on Tuesday evening, 
and I never saw him again until 1 saw 
his body at the shed. I noticed dur- 
ing tbe day that he was unusually 
restless, and walked the noor most of 
tbe time. I asked him what the mat- 
ter was. He replied that he was six- 
ty two years old, and never expected 
to be any better. After hearing the 
above evidence, the jury returned tbe 
following verdict.
